That isthe question it is supposed W settle ; 


here. 
About all that is left of the people who 


lived befare history began, isin some form 4 
monument to their religion. Temples remain 
where palaces have. crumbled, .. Wherever 
men have built most grandly they have built 
to the God or gods they worshipped. Thre 
heart of humanity is wrapped up in religion 
from the earliest times, and out of that 
earnestness have -come the greatest 
monuments of architecture, and the most 
heroic deeds that conte down through history 
or tradition. Religious zeal has stirred the 
profeundest thought, has plumed the flight of 
the most exalted imagination, and has moved 
men to the highest type of heroism. Ina 
word, religion lies nearer to the heart of man- 
kind than anything else; and out of the heart’s | 
unquenchable desire for immortality have 
come she sublimest flights of human fancy, 
Why, then, should not religious subjects be 


interesting? We submit the matter to our 


readers. 
John Wesley's Talk with Tomochichi. 


While Jobn Wesley was living in Savannah 
fhe had several interviews with the aged In- 


dian chief, Tomochichi, who had accompanied | 


General Oglethorpe to England two years be- 

fore. The Indian cautioned the missionary 
- against making Christians like the Spaniards, 
aud urged him to teach them first and baptize 
them afterwards. 

‘‘Upon the termination of a public audience 
with the Indians,’’ says Colonel C. C, Jones, 
in his history of Georgia, “Mr. Wesley and 
Tomochichi dined with Mr. Oglethorpe. The 
mea} concluded, the clergyman asked the aged 
Mice what he thought he was made for. 

“He that is above,” replied the Indian, 
knows what he made us for. Weknow noth- 
ing. We are in the dark. But white men 
know much, and yet white men build great 
houses as if they were toliveforever. (He 
had in mind the great edifices of London.) 
- But white men cannot live forever. Inalittle 
time, white men will be dust as well as I.”’ 

Wesley responded, “If red men will learn 
the good book they may know as much as 
white men. Bnt neitherwe nor you can un- 

derstand that book unless we are taught by 
Him that is above, and He will not teach un- 
less you avoid what you know: already is not 
good.’’ 

“I believe that,”’ said the chief, ‘‘He will 
not teach us while our hearts are not white 
and our men do what they know is not good. 
Therefore, he that is above does not send us 
the good: book.”’ 

Spence says in his “Anecdote” that in a 
conversation about prayer, Tomochfchi told 
Ceneral Oglethorpe that the Indians never 
prayed to God, but left it with Him to do 
what He thought best for them; “that the 
asking for any particular blessing looked 
to him like directing God, and if 
so, that it must be a very wicked thing. 
That for his part he thought everything that 
happened in the world was asit should be; 
that God of himself would do for every one 
what was consistent with the good of the 
whole, and that our duty to Him was to be 
content with whatever happened in general, 
and thankful for all the good that happened in 
particular.” 

The Chicasaw’s Creed. 

In his journal Mr. Wesley records an inter- 
view with five Chicasaw warriors concerning 
their religious ideas. 

Mr. Wesley began with the question: 

“Do you believe there is one above who is 
over all things ?”’ 

Panstohee, the spokesman, answered: 

‘“‘We believe there are four beloved things 
above; the clouds, the sun, the clear sky and 
He that lives im the clear sky.’’ 

**Do you believe there is but one that lives 
in the clear sky ?”’ 

‘‘We believe there are two with him, three 
in all.’ 

“Do you believe he made the sun and the 
other beloved things?” 

“We cannot tell. Who hath seen?” 

“Do you'tthink He made you ?”’ 

‘‘We think He made all men at first.” 

*‘How,did He make them at first?” 

Ont of the ground.” 

*‘De you believe He loves you?” 

*“T don’t know. I cannot see Him.” 

‘But has He not often saved our life?” 

“He has. Many bullets have gone on this 
side and many on.that side, but he would not 
let them hurt me. And many bullets have 
gone into these young men, and yet they are 
alive.’’ 

‘Then can’t he save you from your enemies 
now ?”’ 

‘Yes, but we know not if he will.” 

“We haye now sofmany enemies round 
about us that I think of nothing but death,and 
if I am to die I shall die, and I will die like a 
man. Kut if He will have me to live I shall 
live. Though I had ever so many eneniies 
he can destroy them all.” 

“‘How do you know that?” 

“From what l have seen. When our ene- 
mies came against us before then the beloved 
clouds came for us and often much rain and 
sometimes hail, has come upon them, and that 
inavery hot day. And I saw when many 
French and Choctaws and other nations came 
against one of our towns and the ground made 
e& noise under them and the beloved ones in the 
air behind them, and they were afraid and 
went away and left their meatand drink and 
their guns. I-tell no lie: all these saw. it, 
too.”’ 

“Have you heard such noises at other 
times ?”’ Ss 

“Yes, ofteg. Before and'after almost every 
battle.” 

“W hat sort of noises wete they?” — 

“Like the neise of drums and gung and 
shouting.’’ = 3 é 

‘Have you heard any such lately ?” 

“Yes, four days after our last battle with the 
French.’

The life of the itinerant minister. especially 


if he happens to be of the Methodist per- 
suasion, is not strewn with roses, nor smiled on 
by fortune. But that is, if we contemplate it 
from a_ worldly point of view. 
He usually enters upon this life 
with a clear understanding of -its arduous 
duties and is fully consecrated to the work. 
The unwritten history of the Methodist itiner- 
ary alone would fill an interesting volume— 
or perhaps several of them; and we do not 
have to turn the leaves of a century to find il- 
lustrations of the pain and pathos, the self-sac- 
rifice, the sorrow and humility, the joy and ex- 
altation of the circuit rider’s life. Before 
the day when good Lorenzo Dow braved win- 
ter’s cold and snows and rode through files 
of hostile Indians to his appointments in . the 
wilds, parting with even his personal apparel 
for food to sustain life upon the way—there 
were voices crying in the wilderness and 
proclaiming the gospel of Christ. -And today 
the circuit rider makes his rounds as then, 
leading a life almost as arduous and full of 
self-denial. : 

But there isa humorous side to the eircuit 
rider’s' life, as well as a pathetic. For 
the most part they are happy and 
contented men, who find a _ peculiar 
pleasure in the work. It is. related 
of an old itinerant minister that, haying been 


offered as a gift the titles to a house: and lot, 


he declined them without hesitation.” “For,’’ 


said he, “if I became the owner of them, I 
could not then sing with a clear conscience, as 
I ride to my appoiutments, that good old hymn: 
) ‘No foot of land do I possess, 
No cottage in this wilderness—, 
A poor, | 
house and lot, and Jet me keep my song.”’ 

Yet another itinerant, who is now well 
known jn Georgia, relates his experience thus: 
‘I started on my-first circuit with flattering 
prospects. Ihad to_rale thirty miles to my 
appointments, on a horse which was as weak 
as mf faith,and I had to feed my wife, my 


horse and. myself, and save souls on: ninety. 


dollars a year! But the neighbors 
gave >me a ‘pound’ party . every 
Christmas and a promise of a raise in salary 
three times a year. But the Lord will pro- 


vide. I married a rich man once, and he gave’ 
me $50. With this money my wife bought a 


sewing machine. Ltraded the machine fora 
pony, sold the pony for $100, and that kept us 
going until I got a local appointment.at $400 1a 
year, and then we felt rich and thanked the 
Lord who had delivered us,’’, 

_ A member of the South Georgia conference 
who, though now adyanced:in years, still rides 
a circuit, had a similar experience. He got 
sixty dollars andeleven hogs for his first year’s 
work. ‘*The hogs,’”’ he said, ‘‘were large, fat 


ones, and I contemplated selling them for a’ 


good price; but one day there came a 
thunder storm and a flash of light- 
ning killed themall! I felt like a bank- 
rupt when I saw them lying dead before 
me. But twoor three days afterwards I saw 
a drove of lean buzzards hovering about their 
carcasses, and the thought came tome: ‘These 
birds are lean. and hungry, and lo! the Lord 
feedeth them!’ And then I was reconciled to 
the loss of my hogs, and went on preaching the 


! gospel and praising God on sixty dolars!”’

The Young.Men’s Christian association is 
intended not only to evangelize but to show 
the maniiness of religion, It does not disdain 
‘to cultivate a man’s muscle, and the gymna- 
sium of the Y. M. C. A. building is one of the 
best in the United States. The classes are be- 
-coming athletes, and their drills on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays are well worth seeing. <A class 
of forty well-developed young men is caleu- 
lated to inspire admiration of the visitor, and 
the wholesome all-round development of the 
Young Men’s Christian association is mani- 
fest.

The leader, who 1s  pgormsing a prominent 
Christian business man, usually occupies the 
next fifteem minutes in a practical gospel talkr 
The remainder of the time is given to testi 
monies from the young men. ” 

“This meeting generally results im 
from four to a dozen 


prayers. The Christian young men 


{ who have been trained in the Bible classes are 


scattered all over the room, eager to speak to 
the interested, and to point them through the 
word to Him who would have all men to be 
saved. The worker is careful before leav- 
ing to take name and address with result of 
conference, church preference etc., and leave 
it with the secretary. There is scarcely a Sun- 
day when there is not one or more professed 
conversions as the result of this personal work 
on the part of the young men. The names of 
these men are then senttothe pastor of the 
church of their preference with the request to 
callon him. Inthis definite and systematic 
method of work, seventy-two young men 
professed conversion in this meeting last year, 
and over thirty are known to have joinéd city 
churches. 

‘*Before its plan of work became known, the 
Young Men’s Christian association was 
thought by some to be a rival of the church. It 
is now known to be the church’s most helpful 
auxiliary, striving to get young men to the 
foot of the cross and then into the church, 
and to train them for active Chris##~in work.’’ 

Catholic Missions in America. 

The oldest buildings in America, after the 
pre-historic remains of the Aztecs, are those of 
the Catholic mission stations. At remote dis- 
tances from the centers of civilization and pop- 
ulation they remain, crumbling, or perhaps 
still sabstantial monuments of the early labors 
of the missionaries hundreds of years ago. 

There are many interesting things about 
these old missions. They were the advance 
guard of civilization. It has been said that more 
than a hundred years before the first printing 
press arrived in New England, some Spanish 
monks in Mexico set up a press and printed 
books. 

The following account of the Catholic mis- 
sions in America was written by a gentleman 
of culture, who is a member of that church: 

“The discovery of America in 1492 opened a 
new field to the devoted preacher of the word 
of God. Greenland had, indeed, received the 
faith, and bishops had governed the church 
there; but.at.the close of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, only ruins remained. Even on his first 
voyage, Columbus was accompanied by a

As early as 1521, 
100 years before the landing of the Pilgrim 
fathers on American soil, a Catholic chapel 
was erected in Virginia;.on the St. John’s, on 
the Rappahannock and at Port Royal mission- 
aries preached the word in 1539. Father 
Mark, of Nice, labored among the 
Pueblos in New Mexico, whilst the mission- 
aries founded the town of Santa Fein 1595. 
The year 1626 beheld twenty-six churches 
erected amongst the Indians. Every mission 
had its school in which the pupils were taught 
to read and write and sing. When our repub- 
lic was established it contained a great num- 
ber of Catholic Indians, and the later acquisi- 
tions of territory from Spain and France added 
many more. | ' 

“The missions among these have 
been greatly injured by the government, 
first by the removal of the Indians from res- 
ervation to reservation. Secondly, by the 
monstrous “‘agency system,’’ under which the 
most arbitrary powers are conferred on a class 
of men who view with no favorable eye the 
church’s spread among,and her intiuence over, 
the ‘‘wardsof the nation.”” When President 
Grant established this system, out of all the 
Catholic tribes only two or three were allotced 
to the Catholic missionaries who had labored, 
literally, for centuries amongst the Indians. 
The chapels were seized by wmilitary 
force, the missionaries were forbidden 
to visit their flocks, and the Indians to leave 
the reservation to worship at the altars of théir 
faith. Notwithstanding its treatment of the 
Catholic missionary, the government has, on 


to employ the intervention of the ‘“‘black- 
gown”’ to put a stop to Indian hostilities, 

_ The influence of the Catholic church on the 
Indians is evident where she has not been in- 
terfered with bythe governments of North, 
Central or South America. 

Not only are the Indians not ex- 
terminated, but they have increased; as in 
the southern half of the continent not only 
have racial differences been swept away, but 
the European and the Indians have inter- 
married, and thus they are not only preserved 
but or wage te — civilized.

the chapel and nine music rooms, 


while the third contains the art hall andv five 
music rooms. 

The chapel is said to be the largest college 
hal] in the south, having a seating capacity of 
1,600. Itis illuminated with the best system 
of electric lights, and the entire building is be- 
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fully selected and scientifically classified speci- 
mens, illustrating geology, mineralogy, botany, 
zoology and applied chemistry. The cabinet 
of precious stones, physical and chemical 
series of minerals, contains many rare, beauti- 
ful and precious specimens. The laboratory is 
23x57 feet. It has pneumatic troughs, fume 
closet, and is equipped with unusual apparatus 
for teaching physics and chemistry. The ob- 
servatory has a mounted telescope with clock- 
work, a movable dome, and is regularly used 
to great advantage in the study of astronomy. 
The library at present contains over 1,500 
choice volumes. Connected with it is a read- 
in — which subscribes for leading periodi- 
cals, 

The fine arts department of this school has 2 
national reputation. The brilliant performers 
in instrumental music, the cultivated vocal- 
ists and the finished artists, both among the 
scholars and faculty, are features that are 
simply distinctive. The orchestra is one of 
the most entertaining features of the college, 
each instrument being mastered by some 
member of the class. On commencement oc- 
casions the superb orchestra of this insti- 
tution aiways elicits the highest 
praise, and the charming renditions furnish 
a pleasing and _ inspiring feature to 
the annual concert. But this can be said of 
every class in music, as prizes are invariably 
won by this college in musica! contests. There. 
are 176 pupilsin this department, which, per- 
haps is the largest music class in the south 
Instructions are given on the _ piano, 
organ, violin, guitar and in theory and 
voice culture. The teachers are Misses 
Sallie Cox, Annie Cox, Anna _ Fling, 
Jessie Reese, Leta Stakely, Blanche Hooten 
and Bessie Lane, all as thorough as careful 
preparation can make them. 

There are two large art studios, thoroughly 
equipped and presided over by the most 
gifted artists. The work in this department 
shows a rare degree of talent, many of the 
paintings and crayons being so well executed 
that they will compare with the best works of 
art. Mrs. Awtry and Miss Bessie Lane, culti- 
vated artists, have charge of this branch of 
education. 

The department of practical arts, embracing 
dress-naking, embroidery, chemistry of cook- 
ery, house-keeping, telegraphy, type-writing 
and book-keeping, is one of the most needful 
of allthe varied depaftments of the school, 
and is competently presided over by Miss Jefitie 
Johnson. 

The following departments are all presided 
over by the most thoroughly equipped teachers 
that care, judgment and money could procure: 
Natural sciences, by H. R. Slack, Jr.; Latin, 
by Mrs. Mamie Bacon Cox; botany, physiology 
and astronomy, by Miss M. E. Stakely; elocu- 
tion, French and English, by Miss Mary Lou 
Huntley; mathematics, by Mrs. E. B. Alex- 
ander; Latin and English, by Mrs. Rosa Lee;

Notwithstanding the many conveniences,

In this department are some of the 
mest talented musiciansin the south, Pro- 
fessor Alwyer M. Smith and wife, Misses 
Miriam West and Jennie Evans, and Profes- 
sor Clifford L. Smith, all graduates of the 
fifiest schoolsin the country, are masters in 
their particular departments. Professor 
Alwyer Smith has been elected director of 
music for the coming Piedmont Chautauqua, 
and he and his wife are members of the Trin- 
ity choir, Atlanta.

But the medulla eblongata isnot 
to be touched by the knife—that is the seat of 
life, the celitral station, with which all por- 
tions of the brain are In communication. 
Damage to it impairs the action of the heart 
and lungs and so saps the fountaims of life. 
Dr. Henry R. Wharton, of Philadelphia, col- 
lected 316 cases of foreign bodies lodged in the 
brain and carried there for some time. _Many 
of these were successfully removed. 

‘“‘There are many cases on record where peo- 
_ ple have lived with byllets in their brains. A 
number of New Yorkand Philadelphia sur- 
geons onerated on Mary Anderson, the young 
girl who was shot in the brain by Barclay 
Peak, at Mount Holly, N. J. She died after 
the bullet had beew located by Dr. J. H. Gird- 
net, of New York, with his indectien balance 
or electric probe. Many not- dissimilar cases 
have recovered. This electric probe was suc- 
cessfully used on Patrick McGanuon, at. Bel- 
levue hospital, in this city, by the sanction of 
the New York Academy of Medicine. It has 
been used with suecess in. other. cases since, 
and is regarded as a valuable addition to the 
tools of their trade by many of the leading 
surgeons of the city. 

“Men have lived afterthe entire frontal 
bone had been blown away by an explosion, 
the eyes destroyed and the brain exposed, as 
in the case of Calvin Pease, of San Antonio, 
Tex., who was injured by the premature ex- 
plosion of a blast in a well. . 

‘I have nsed this induction balance. to lo- 
cate bullets in the brains’’—the speaker stands 
in the front ranks of his profession—‘‘and 
found it did not work well.

Surgeons are constantly inventing new in- 
striments, some of which, like Dr. Girdner’s 
electric probe, achieve wide note. Dr. 
O’Dwyer’s new instrument for operating in 
cases of croup,to intubate the larynx, is inter- 
esting. The tube is gold-plated and the intro- 
ductor is of steel with a hard rubber handle. 
‘This operation obviates the necessity of cutting 
into the throat. 

‘The aluminium builet probe, invented by 
Dr. Fluhrer, who, a couple of years ago was 
consulting surgeon at Bellevue hospital, has 
been used with much success. He invented it 
for use in a special case. Dr. S. Sherwell’s 
nasal and laryngeal scissors are considered of 
much value to the profession. 

WOMEN AS SURGEONS.

INTERNATIONAL TYPO. UNION. 


The Origin and History of the 
Organization. 


THE THREE FIRST PRINTERS 


And the Wonderful Business 
Which Has Since Grown Up. 


Tot there be light!” 

When these momentous words were spoken 
their effect was hardly more marvelous than 
the result of the discovery of the art of print- 
ing. 

The meeting of the International Typo- 
graphical Union in this city on the first Mon- 
day in June, when the leading craftsmen of 
the union will gather here, makes the dis- 
covery of the art of printing a topic of timely 
interest. 

A “souvenir’’ presented to the last session 
of the international body by “The Union 
Printer,”’ furnishes valuable dates on the 
question. As to who was the original inventor 
of the art will probably ever remain a secret. 
There appears to be no authentic record, but 
this, however, should be no matte? of surprise 
when we consider that the inventor of anew 
art in the earlier ages was unprotected by law, 
and he would naturally endeavor to conceal its 
processes for his own use and advantage. 

The earliest testimony in favor of Koster (or 
Laurentius, as was his proper name) is con- 
tained in a German volume published at 
Cologne in 1499, known as ‘‘The Chronicle of 
Cologne.”’ This work was printed by Ulrich 
Zell, originally of Mayence, a follower of 
Gutenberg and his system. 

Laurentius lived at Haarlem and was a man 
of property. His earliest works were printed 
from blocks in which the letters were cut, and 
the reading matter was illustrated with rude 
pictures. Fragments of these are still in ex- 
istance. Separate types appear to have been 
unknown, and were afterward made from ideas 
furnished by hin. 

The st@ry of how he first conceived the idea 
of printing is an interesting one. 

As he was one day walking in the wood near 
the city, which was his home, he amused him- 
self by cutting figures and letters on the barks 
of trees. These he impressed upon paper, un- 
til at length he had formed a line of words. 
Not being satisfied with the almost indistinct 
impression made, he set about trying to devise 
some means of making the letters plainer. 
Calling his son-in-law to his aid, together they 
made an adhesive compound = which 
answered for ink. Further thought in- 
sured further improvement, until at last 
he was enabled to print from blocks and fig- 
ures, to which he added letters. During this 
time he was keeping his discovery a strict se- 
cret, and it remained so until he was obliged 
to employ help. The first book he printed was 
“Spiegel unserer Geheimnisse,’’ and the leaves 
were pasted together, the printing being only 
on one side of the paper. As his efforts at- 
tracted numerous customers, his profits in- 
creased his love for the art, and his diligence 
in the exercise of it. When he engaged work- 
men they became asource of mischief. Among 
these workmen was one Jan (the senior 
Gutenberg), who assisted at the print- 
ing press under oath. After he 
had iearned the art of making’ the 
types, placing them together and other details 
of the trade, he thought himself sufficiently in- 
structed. One Christmas eve, while his em- 

loyer and his family were celebrating the 

estival, Jan stole away, taking with him many 
of the types and other articles. He first fled 
to Amsterdam, thence to Cologne, and finally 
Mentz, where he established himself and began 
reap the fruits of his knavery. It is a 
‘Known fact that within twelve months after, 
he published some works with the same letters 
that Koster had used. These were undoubtedly 
the first products of his press. 

Jan (or Gutenberg) communicated the secret 

to his nephew, John Gutenberg, who was an 
ingenious artist at Strasburg. The latter, to- 
- gether with two partners, spent a considerable 
time in private experiments. A legal contest 
‘ then arose as to the rights of one of the part- 
ners, and his zealous activity caused his death. 
Gutenberg continued at Strasburg for some 
years, wher, his means being exhausted, he 
returned to his uncle at Mentz, where he 
renewed his experiments. Being seriously 
in need of money, he 
an introduction to John 
capitalist and money-lender, who, being struck 
with the importance of the work, advanced a 
considerable sum, all the tools and presses 
being pledged as security. Two years were 
spent in making the types and necessary ma- 
chinery, and then the great work of printing 
“the Bible was begun. Only six copies are ex- 
“tant, one of which is owned by Mr. James 
Lenox, of New York. It is destined to enrich 
the Lenox library. 3 

After the publication of this work in 1456, 
Fust foreclosed the mortgage, and Gutenberg 
was forced to retire. He succeeded in pro- 

. Curing a press, however, and kept at work. 
Fust engaged the services of Peter Schoeffer, 
who had been an assistant to Gutenberg, and 
who was distinguished for scholarship as well 
as mechanical skill. He soon became a part- 
ner in the business, and together they pro- 
duced many important works. Koster died in 
1439 and Gutenberg about 1468. From these 
accounts we may conclude, Ist—that the merit 
of invention belongs to Koster; 2d—that 
Gutenberg placed the art on a permanent 
foundgtion; and 5d—that its economical ap- 
plication was insured by Peter Schoeffer’s in- 
vention of cast metal types. 

The American Printers. 


There was, undoubtedly, an organization of 
the printers in Now York during the revolu- 
tionary war, for they struck for an advance in 
prices,and were successful, but no record is left 
of what the scale was, and the existence of an 
organization is mere conjecture. The first asso- 
ciation of printers of which there is positive 
_ knowledge was the Typographical society, be- 
gun in 1795. It was a weakling from its birth, 


and departed this life at the’ early age of two . 


The employing printers, in thoso days, were 
1 financial straits so frequently that the own- 
ership of an office was hard to determine. A 
journeyman one month was'an employer the 
yiext, and frequently two or three journeymen 
would pool their cash and publish a book,

forbidden by its charter to touch the question 
of wages until about 1830 when the Franklin 
Ty phical association was formed. The 
fact of its dissolution in 1844 seems to warrant 
the conclusion that it was a failure. ; 
No sooner was this organization dead than 
employers began their hg opts tactics, 
which were continued up to 1850, the date of 
the primary organization of the National Typo- 
graphical Union. 
HISTORY OF THE INTERNATIONAL. 

In December, 1850, representatives from a 
number of printers’ unions met at Stonewall’s 
Hall, on Fulton street, New York city, and 
formed a central body. Mr. J. W. Peregoy, 
of Baltimore, was elected president, and Mr. 
F. J. Ottarson, of New York, secretary. The 
organization instituted at this time and place 
was the nucleus of the present large and influ- 
ential body known as the International Typo- 
graphical Union of North America. It ap- 
peared to be an organization more to advance 
the interest of the art than one de- 
slqnet to regulate the trade. The ear 
following, 1851, a like convention was held at 
Baltimore. The deliberations of this body 
were simply of a conference nature. At this 
session Mr. Peregoy was succeeded by J. L. 
Gibbons, of Louisville, with H. A. Guild as 
secretary. The year following, however, there 
was organized at Cincinnati the National 
Typographical union, the immediate prede- 
cessor of the present international body. At 
the Cineinnati convenfion, M. C. Brown, 
of Philadelphia, was chosen president, 
and M. F. Conway, secretary. A con- 
tution and by-laws were adopted, and 
on the third day the National Union was 
formally declared to be an origanization to 
advance the interest and welfare of its mem- 
bers. It was at this session that lots were 
drawn for numbers, the first choice falling to 
Indianapolis. From this period on the National 
Union continued to fill* no unimportant 
position among the labor organizations. 

THE CHILDS-DREXEL FUND. 

At the Pittsburgh session, in 1886, the Inter- 
national Typographical Union was presented 
with $10,000, the joint gift of Messers George 
W. Childs and Anthony J. Drexel, This mu- 
nificient sum has been made the basis of what 
is now known as the Childs-Drexel fund. It 
is intended to increase it to sufficient propor- 
tions to build a home for disabled and superan- 
uated printers. On the anniversary of Mr. 
Childs’s birthday -members of the 
craft east of the Mississippi river are 
requested to contribute the price of 1,000. 
ems of composition, and members west of the 
Mississippi are likewise invited to 
make the same donation on Mr. Drexel’s anni- 
versary. The fund is supervised by three 
trustees, who at present are Messrs. August 
Donath, James J. Daily and Frank 8. Pelton. 
Many unions are desirous of securing the honor 
of location, but Denver alone has taken the 
tirst practical step, and the present convention 
will be called upon to pass judgment fupon a 
most desirable piece of land which is being 
heldin reserve for that purpose. 

PRESIDENT EDWARD T. PLANK. 

The present president of the International 
Typographieal Union, Edward T. Plank, is a 
native of the state of New York, having first 
seen the light of day in the town of Catskill, 
over a half century ago. He received such ed- 
ucation as could be obtained in the public 
schools of his state, being a constant attendant 
until about fifteen years of age, and a year 
later entered the office of the Cats- 
kill Democrat (soon after merged 
with the Recorder) as an _ apprentice. 
Close application and hagd wor soon 
undermined his health, and thinking he knew 
how it could be best restored, he went to sea in 
a whale-ship, sailing around the world on his 
first voyage and passing a season in the Arctic 
ocean. After a few years of sailing he reached 
California and again went into a printing office 
to learn the business. Something over thirty 
years ago he became a member of the union, 
and in 1863 was one of the charter members of 
Washoe, Nevada, union. The next year he 
went to Montana and assisted in getting out 
the first mumber of the Montana 
Post, published at Virginia City. Having a 
disagreement with the proprietor, who objected 
to paying one dollar per thousand ems for 
composition, Plank quit setting type and 
turned his attention to mining, which he fol- 
lowed for about two years, On Alder Gulch, 
which wasthen yieldinga large amount of 
gold dust and gave empioyment to a great 
many miners. After nearly two years of faith- 
ful and hard work upon his own claim (which 
afferded a bare living), in the spring of 1866 
his prospects brightened and the claim began 
to pay well, but before the fortune was secured 
a when it seemed almost within his grasp, 
the melting snows on the mountain sent down 
a volume of water that broke over its banks, 
plunged into the pits, filled the drifts, and in 
a short time flooded the surrounding claims, 
and submerged in an hour his pay-streak and 
his hopes of wealth. Almost penniless and 
with impaired health, he was sought by the 
foreman of The Post, and helped them out in 
donning a new dress and. enlarging the paper, 
asthere were no- other unemployed typos in 
the country. After three or four weeks on the 
paper, during which time the price of compo- 
sition was advanced from 90 cents per thousand 
ems to $1.25, and settled to $1.15, he sold his 
claim for a small sum and went to Fort Ben- 
ton, where a syndicate was formed, a. Macki- 
naw boat was purchased, and the party started 
down the Missouri. They reached Omaha in 
about twenty-five or thirty days, gave the 
boat away and scattered in different direc- 
tions, Plank visiting St. Louis and Chicago and 
finally halting in Detroit, where he went to 
work. During the nextcleven years he was in 


“Detroit most of the time, though working in 


New York two or three times for short periods, 
and several times in Lansing, Michigan. 
While in Detroit he held several official posi- 
tionsin the union, and represented it in the 
Montreal! session in 1873, and was re-elected in 
1884, but resigned before the convention met in 
St. Louis, that year. In 1876 he went to the 
Black Hills. but failed to get a mining claim, 
and worked for some months in the 
office of the Pioneer, at that time a 
weekly paper in Deadwood. Leaving the 
Hills in the fall, he went west to Nevada and 
California and geturned in the spring. The 
following fall saw him againin Nevada, where 
he held cases on the Gold Hill News until late 
in 1881. While there he held office in the un- 
ion, which he had assisted in forming years 
before, being its presiding officer for a term or 
two. While its president the union became a 
part of the Mechanics’ Union (which was com- 
en of the different trades, the miners not 

ing affiliated). He became a vice-president 
of the Mechanics’ against his wish and the duty 
of presiding at the mectings which were held 
weekly) largely devolved upon him. In the 
political canvass of 1880-the printers wished 
members of the craftin the legislature to guard 
the state printing office, which had been estab- 
lished by law two years before, and he was one 
of the two nominated and elected. The print- 
ing office remained a fixture, and the following 
summer. he again stampeded to 
the mining section of ood = river 
in southern Idaho, where -argentiferous 
galena had been discovered. Usual ill.luck in 
mining attended him and he returned west 
and brought 7 in California. In the sum- 
mer of 1882 he went to Victozia, Vancouver 
island, and amused himself setting solid bour- 
geois on the Colonist for a few months. While 
lLere an mvitation reached him to visit Kala- 
kana’s dominions, and he went to-#H uln, 
where he remained until the summer of 1483, 
when he returned to -San cisco.

The following -year 
he was re-clected president of San Fran- 
cisco union and returned as a delegate to 
the Kansas City session of the International 
Typographical Unien, and at that session was 
elected to the presidency of the latter organiza- 
tion. Headquarters were established at In- 
dianapolis, and in that city he has resided for 
the past # ces though he retains membership 
in San , and this yearis again re- 
turned as one of San Francisco's delegates. 
MATTERS TO BE CONSIDERED. __

Notwithstanding the rosy reports published by 
the manufacturers, no machine has yet been 
perfected which can accomplish what is 
claimed for those at present in operation, but 
it would be wise for the International Typo, 
graphical Union to give this matter its earnest 
consideration, and so shape its legislation that 
the craft would not be caught napping before 
the session of 1890. 3 

“The establishment of a permanént head- 
quarters forthe International Typographical 
Union has some features which do not conr- 
mend it to the favor of many members 
of the craft throughout the country. 

“The simple fact that subordinate unions 
have, year after year, competed for the honor 
of having the convention held in their juris- 
diction is a strong argument in favor « 
old system. The International Typographical 
Union should profit by the experience of other 
large labor organizations in this matter, to 
more than one of whom the experiment has 
been a costly one. 

“The matter of holding biennial sessions 
should not be passed oyer lightly. The only 
argument in its favor is the saving of expense 
to the subordinate unions, many of whom, it 
is claimed, cannot afford to send a delegate 
every year. The greatest argument in its favor 
is the necessity for a frequent interchange of 
thought amcng representative men of the 
craft from all sections of the country. 
Objectors will claim that the Inter- 
national Typographical Union is not a 
really representative body, the most intel- 
ligent members of the subordinate unions 
not being selected as delegates. Well, 
if such the case, the subordinate un- 
ions have nobody to blame but them- 
selves, as we have yet to learn of a more 
democratic system of electing delegates than 
that at present in vogue’ The claim thata 
large portion of the time of the convention is 
wasted in junketing is really not worthy of 
serious consideration. The method of sub- 
dividing the business presented to committees 
is lost. sight of, all 
resolutions on kindred subjects being ‘‘boiled 
down’’ into one, and the time of the convention 
saved from the consideration of each 
separate resolution. Should this objec- 
tion be admitted to annual sessions, it 
would apply tbe same to biennial sessions. 

“The question of the International Typo- 
graphical Union paying the expenses of dele- 
gates is one that most seriously affects the in- 
terests of large subordinate bodies. Time and 
again has this measure been introduced, the 
claim in its favor being made that all unions 
throughout the country would thus be repre- 
aynted in person by delegates to the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union. This is certainly 
a liberal argument, and were the method of 
representation changed, would meet with 
much favor; but the argument of taxation 
without representation would be the strongest 
that onuia be used againstit. No. 6. with a 
membership of about fourthousand would be 
called upon to pay the expenses of delegates 
from a large number of the smaller unions, 
and in the convention would have but four 
votes as against the votes of eighty unions 
with an average membership of fifty each. 
The system of representation needs a radical 
change, and the present convention would do 
well to make its glaring inequalities less appa- 
rent. 

‘The necessity for the creation of a strike 
fund is one about which there is 
much divergence of opinion. There 
are many other matters which 
might be touched upon, among them the sick 
benefit and death burial, both of which it 
would be wise-to leave to the control of subor- 
dinate bodies.

JEFFERSON DAVIS’ TRADUCERS. 


James Redpath’s Answer to a Slanderonus 
Story. 


Writing from Biloxi, Miss., to the New Or 
leans Picayune, Mr. James Redpath says: 
Pennit me to make a slight addition to the ar- 
ticle entitled ‘Jefferson Davis’ Regiment,”’ 
which appeared in the Picuyune of last Satur- 
day. 

Hopkins’ affidavit appeared in the Denver 
Commonwealth, in an article by a ‘‘Professor’’ 
Haskell, which professed to bea ‘“‘reply’”’ toa 
short essay on Jefferson Davis that I had con- 
tributed to a previous number of the same 
magazine. If my memory serves me rightly, 
Hopkins was commended as a ‘‘Christian 
neighbor.’’ 

It happened that I have more than once 
been compelled to make a study of methods of 
perjury, from having been assigned the task of 
ascertaining the truth from masses of hostile 
and contrary historical documents. One se- 
vere and prolonged study of this nature made 
me quite familiar with certain peculiarities by 
which any careful student can almost infalli- 
bly detect perjury, unless the perjurer is an 
expert or has little to say, an then only on his 
own unsupported testimony. 

Mr. Hopkins affidavit is short, but it showed 
that, however expert he may be as a brickma- 
son, he is the merest bungler as a perjurer. A 
sarcastic writer, in an essay on ‘‘Perjury aga 
Fine Art,” lays down this fundamental propo- 
sition: 

“For an ordinary liar a good memory will 
usually suffice—a good memory, a certain cir- 
cumspection and a countenance of brass. But 
for a polished perjurer, an adept in the myste- 
ries of hades, higher qualities are necessary. 
He must be careful not to burden his perjury 
With unnecessary baggage; his falsehoods 
should be few and essential; he must not in- 
troduce any topic unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary to make credible his main object; for an 
adversary might disprove the unessential state- 
ments and thereby destroy all faith in the 
grand central essential lie.’’ 

I applied this test to the Hopkins affidavit. 
The essential lies were that Mr. Davis had 
been advised by Captain Wirtz to send down 
federal soldiers te Andersonville because he 
could ‘kill them quicker than Bob Lee,’’ and 
that President Davis tried to induce Hopkins 
to organize a regiment of federal prisoners for 
service in the confederate army, and ‘‘thus se- 
cure their liberty.”’ 

It was not essential that perjurer Hopkins 
should put the words ‘‘Bob Lee” in Wirtz’s 
mouth; an expert familiar with southern sen- 
timent Would not have done so; but the fact 
that Genera] Lee was never so called in popu- 
lar speech, but always as ‘General Lee,’’ is 
enough of itself to discredit the statement 
and its associated lies. 

That single slip induced me to secure the 
roster of the First Mississippi regiment in or- 
der to see whether Captain Winder was a ma- 
jorin it, as Hopkins affirms, and whether 
Hopkins’ father was a member of it, as he 
claims. If false these would be unessential 
lies that he had needlessly introduced. 

The inquiries resulted in the discovery that 
Captain Windermnever was in any state regi- 
ment; that he wasin the regular army; and 
that the father of the perjurer never was an 
ofticer in the First Mississippi. 

But the most fatal fact remained. Mr. Da- 
vis never visited Andersonville in all his life— 
before nor during nor after the war. 

I cannot comprehend how any human being 
should become so utterly depraved as to leap 
with indecent haste to the side of an open 
grave and to volunteer to commit perjury; to 
enjoy the demoniac delight of befouling the 
memory of a man mourned by millions, and 
whose body, at the time, still lay unburied. I 
trust there is no lower depth of human infamy 
and that Hopkins has struck bottom. 

Suffer me to add that your contributor was 
mistaken in referring to me as engaged in wri- 
ting the life of Jefferson Davis. I desire to 
give an emphatic denial to this statement, as 
similar statements respecting Mr. Dimitry and 
myself have been systematically circulated 
throughout the southern states be business 
firms, in order to detract from the value of 
Mr. Davis’ Memoirs, and to promote the sale 
of other biographies, which it is also claimed 
that the ones | have authorized. 

Mrs. Davis is the sole author of the forth- 
coming memoir of her husband—as truly and 
as fully its author as Mr. Davis was the author 
of ‘‘A Short History of the Confederate 
States.”” Mr. Dimitry and I have only ren- 
dered Mrs. Davis the same sort of assistance 
that I rendered her husband last summer—the 
same kind of aid that any well trained jour- 
nalist could render any author—the collection, 
classification, verification, revision and con- 
densation of the statements relating to Mr. 
Davis that lie scattered in books, magazines, 
newspapers, pamphlets and other documents 
without number. This sort of work is impor- 
tant and it is as essential as it is fatiguing, but 
itis not authorship. The author selects, ad- 
justs and interprets facts thus brought together 
and adds to them his personal knowledge and 
opinions. 

When Mrs. Davis’ memoir appears, the most 
careless reader will see no person but Mrs. Da- 
vis could have written it, as no one but his 
wife (excepting Mr. Davis himself) could have 
had oe of the facts related, or access 
tothem. Indeed, the book is so largely auto- 
biograpical that Mr. Davis may truthfully be 
described as the joint author of it. 


Does Anybody Live a Hundred Years? 
From the New York Ledgerf. 

It will be remembered that Sir George 
Cornewall Lewis undertook to prove that no- 
body had ever livered to be a hundred years 
old. He contended that the reputed centena- 
rians were persons whose history was obscure 
and whose births could not be verified. No 
one, he maintained, who had lived before the 
public was included in the number. 

Now, on the other hand, an English pliysi- 
ciaty Dr. George M. Humphrey, brings for- 
ward the results of an extensive and rigorous 
investigation, which has shown the attainment 
of centenarianism is by no means impractica- 
ble, not less than seventy-four persons being 
enumerated who have unquestionably reached 
or exceeded the age of a hundred years. Noth- 
ing, for instances, could be better authentica- 
ted than the longevity of the famous French 
savant, Chevreul, who was more than a hun- 
dred and two years old when he died last year. 

In 1575, Sir Duncan Gibb recorded the case 
of a great aunt of a Mr. Williams, who had sat 
at the head of her own table for a hundred

scription, with details, that satisfied the ob- 
servers of the correctness of the reputed age. 
Outside of England there have been trust- 
worthy examples of centenarianism not meu- 
tioned by Dr. Humphrey. 


When we bear in mind the fact that the. 


bishops of the Greek Church are even more 
careful to register births than are the English 
parochial clergy, we must accept, as deserving 
of credence, the statement made to Sir Henry 
Halford, by Baron Brunow, the. Russian am- 
bassador to the court of St. Janies, that there 
is, on the borders of Siberia, a district where a 
year seldom passes in the conrse of which 
some person does not die at the age of one 
hundred and thirty. Then, again, from 
official accounts of: deaths in the Russian 


empire in 1839, it appers that there were 858 } 


persons whose ages ranged from 100 to 105; 130 
ranging from 115 to 120; and three from 150 to 
156. t Dantzic, one was said to have lived 
toone hundred and eighty-four, and, in the 
next year, 1840, another died in Wallachia at 
thé last mentioned age. 

In the ancient times, also, there are afficial 
records of centenarianism, whose accuracy it 
is not easy to impeach. Thus, when Vespasian 
made hjs census in A, D. 74, there were found 
to be, in the Roman empire, fifty-nine persons 
who were justa century old; 114 who were 
from 100 to 110 years of age; two from 110 to 
125; four from 125 to 130; three from 135 to 
140. 

Among the distinguished persons whose age 
there would be abundant means of verifying, 
may be mentioned Fabius Maximus, who died 
a centenarian; Terentia, the wife of Cicero, 
who, according to some, lived to be one hun- 
dred and three, according to others one hun- 
dred and twelve; Claudia, the wife of Senator 
Aurelius, who died at one hundred and fifteen. 

It is, also, to be noted that Om the tenth an- 
niversary of the taking of the Bastile, Bona- 
parte, then first consul, received two invalid 
soldiers, oue of one hundred and six, the other 
of one hundred and seven years; and that, in 
1822, Pietro Huel, who was then one hundred 


and seventeen years old, and the only French-, 


man living who had seen Louis XIV., assisted 
at the inauguration of the statue of the Grand 
Monarch.

The continued rains de- 
layed the work for some time, but on the morn- 
ing of April 21, Mr. Schlenk, with a force of 
menin company with Mr. Mack, went to 
Johnson’s island and the work of setting the 
head-stones was begun. Mr. Schlenk com- 
picted the work on the 24th, after which a 
tinal inspection was made. Mr. A. L. Moss 
kindly placed his staunch little naptha launch, 
the Frolic, at the writer’s service and took 
a personal interest in the undertaking. Val- 
unable assistance in the way of teams and men 
to transp 1t the head-stonesffrom the landing 
to the cemetery was alsq kindly furnished by 
Messrs. L. B. Johnson Co., owners of the 
island. Two graves in the cemetery had 
already been marked with enduring head- 
stones—that of “G. W. Gillespie, Company D, 
Sixty-sixth North Carolina, died September 
9th, 1863, aged twenty-six years,’’ and that. of 
“W. T. Norwood, Lieutenant, Sixth South 
Carolina infantry, Confederate States of 
America, died January 14th, 1864, aged thir- 
ty years.’ Beneath the tlatter’s inscrip- 
tion are these werds, ‘‘Animis Opibusque 
Parati.”” The thoughtful unforgetting friend 
or descendent who had provided the headstone 
for Lieut. Norwood’s grave had also placed 
four iron posts and enclosed the grave with 
an iron chain, but seme ruthless hand has 
stolen the chain. Mr. Schlenk straightened up 
_the two headstones already there, and revers- 
ing the headstones that had been sent by the 
Georgia people, inscribed the word ‘“‘unknown’’ 
upon them and set them two graves that 
had not been marked.

‘The following extract is from a letter re- 
ceived from Major W. L. Glessner, editor of 
the Daily Reeorder, of Americus, and tcom- 
missioner of immigration fer the Central rail- 
road ef Georgia. Referring to the improye- 
mentof the cemetery at Jolnson’s island, 
Major Glessner says, under date of May 5: 

Let me tell you that Decoration day wiil be ob- 
served at Andersonville this year by an oration by 
a Georgian and a Georgia military company will 
fire the saiute over the graves of the boys in’ blue. 


.Truly I believe the civ:] war united this country in 


stronger bonds than ever, and in defense of it the 
boys in blue and the boys in grey would fightas no 
other troops ever fought. 

“Major Giessner is an Ohio man, formerly 
residing at Findlay, where his brother, Mr. 
I’. H. Glessner, publishes the Daily Courier. 

“Before ciosing this report, the writer has 
one suggestion to offer. There is still 
need of a  sma!l sum to complete 
the improvement of the cemetery. It 
contains a good!ly mumber of _ trees, 
native to the soil, mostly grown since the war 
and now affording ample shade, but they need 
trimming. The groundsare well covered with 
grass and no seeding to speak of wonld be re- 


quired, but the surface is by no means 
level. Nothing has been done to clean off 


grounds since the dead 
were laid there. The mounds of many of the 
graves are irregular, in several of them the 
mo'es have burrowed and made their homes; 
the few graves from which the dead were re- 
moved have never been filled up. The entire 
grounds should be graded and leveled off 


and level the 


and grass-seedd sown where the ground 
is broken. With these improvements, 


which would cost at most but a small sum— 
not two hundred dollars—the little spot would 
be much beautitied, and with its rows of clean, 
white marble headstones now placed by the 
warm-hearted Georgians, would no longer 
bear evidence that those who sleep beneath its 
low green tents are forgotten. 

‘In the list of the dead buried in this ceme- 
tery, it will be seen that Georgia had but a 
small proportion. More were from Virginia, 
Tennessee, North Carolina, Arkansas and Ala- 
bama, while South Carolina, Mississippi, Mis- 
souriand Kentucky had less numbers. The 
list, however, is quite generally distributed 
through all the seceding states, prisoners 
having been sent to Johnson's island from 
both the eastern and western armies.’’ 

“The 206 confederate soldiers who comprise 
the littie silent city of the dead on Johnson's 
island nolonger sleep in unmarked grayes. 
The marble head-stones furnished by people of 
Georgia through subscriptions raised by the 
party of newspaper brethren and prominent 
farmers and fruit-growers of the state follow- 
ing their visit here last September, are in 
place. When the battalion from MecMeens’s 
post, G. A. R., and delegation of citizens visit 
the spot on Decoration day to heara prayer 
and address and strew the mounds with flow- 
ers, a different scene from that of the past 
will meet their gaze. At. the head cf every 
grave and in perfect line stands a well-set 
marble slab rising two feet or more above and 
bearing in clear-cut letters that a century’s 
storm can notobliterate, the only human 
epitaph there is of the soldier who lies beneath. 
The headstones are of pure white Georgia 
marble from the quarries cf the American 
Marble company of Marietta, and were trans- 
ported through in one car from Marietta to 
Chattanooga’ by the Western and Atlantic 
railway, thence. to Nashville by the Nash- 
ville,Chattanoogaand St.Louis railway, thence 
to Cincinnati by the Louisville and Nashville 
railway, thence to Springfield, O., by the Cleve- 
lend, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis 


railway, and from Springfield to San- 
dusky by the Cincinnati, Sandusky 
and = Cleveland railroad, All of 
these railroads conveyed the car free of 


charge, thereby by their liberality saving to the 
subscribers a considerable item in the expense. 
The headstones came through early in April 
last, in good condition. Not one was broken nor 
marred, and as soon after their arrival as the 
weather permitted,they were transported across 
the bay on the steamer Josephine. Mr. John 
Homegarder, owner of the steamer, kindly 
furnished it ata very small charge. The work 
of superintending the transfer and placement 
of the headstones was put in charge of the 
writer by Colonel John O. Waddell, under au- 
thority of the following letter: 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 28, 1890.—John T. Mack, 
Sandusky, O.: My Dear Sir—We have headstones 
for confederate soldiers buried on Johnson’s 
island ready for shipment. Colonel Sweet has 
gone to Europe for his health, leaving the matter 
with me. What is the least sum it will take to put 
them up after reaching Sandusky, and will you 
Superintend the work?

——KEider Kilgore, a Seventh-Day- dventist 
preacher, has been holding meetings’ in Alpha- 
retta. 

——Large deposits of manganese and silvey have 
been discovered in Milton county. 

——The alliancemen of Pulaski and Dodge coun- 
ties have agreed to combine and establish a guano 
factory. 

——The Americus Light Infantry will attend the 
Augusta encampment with about thirty men. 

——Muscogee superior court will be n session 
next week. 

——Villa Rica wants a cotton-seed oil-mill and 
guano factory. 

——George W. Cable, the author, spent several 
days in Carteraville this week. The Courant-Amer- 
ican says his visit was in the interest of some matt 
erary work he has in hand. 

——A cotton-seed oil-mill will be established in 
Jackson county. It will be under the direction of 
the alliance. The cost willbe about $15,000, and 
it will be located at either Maysville, Harmony 
Grove or Nicholson.

— -Augusta is preparing for her big June at- 
traction, and will make the state encampment a 
memecrable week in Georgia. 

—In accordance with a request from compa- 
nies “F” and “I,” of the Third Georgia's Survi- 
vors’ association, Colonel Claiborne Snead, of 
Augusta, president of the association, has issued 
a callfor the annual reunion of this historic reg- 
iment, to be held at Irwinton, Ga., July 50th and 
3lst proximo. An interesting history of this 
regiment is now being published in the Weekly 
Madisonian. 

The mayor and councilare negotiating with 
companies to erect waterworks and _ electric 
lights in Madison. 

——Burglars are plying their trade in Americus, 
but the police are active in bringing them to jus- 
tice. 

——-Dirt will be broken in Junefor the new 
knitting mill at Cedartown. 

——Last Thursday, John Biasingame, of Walton 
county, went seining. As he left home he picked 
up from about the premises a discarded pair of 
his old shoes, As he did so he felt the bite of an 
insect, and discovered that he had been stung by 
a large spidér. His whole system was poisoned, 
and for days his life was despaired of, but he is 
now in a fair way to recover. 

—A colored child was born on Captain D. W. 
Ferguson’s place, in Salacoa district, Cherokee 
county, last week, with six fingers on either 
hand. Its mother is Arabella Ledbetter. 

——Professor Tom Peek, of Crawford county,has 
predig¢ted that on or before the 5th of June next 
that section will be visited by one of the most de- 
structive hail-storms that was ever witnessed. 
He says he has been studying astronomical phases 
for the last twelve years, and has not failed in 
many of his predictions. 

——Eleven hundred and fifty dollars is a big 
price for a gray mule, but J. A. Cauthen, who lives 
near Redwine, over in Hart county, says that one 
of the prominent farmers of that section has one 
that cost him thit amount. 

—Mr. Rice recently went over the records of 
the clerk’s office in Bulloch, and made a list of 
mortgages on record on real estate from 1880 to 
1890. In ’80 only thirteen mortgages were record- 
ed, in '90 over three hundred were recorded. Dur- 
ing the ten years 1,755 were recorded. Over half 
of these mortgages remain uncanceled, Most of 
them have been } aid, but the parties giving and 
paying them failed to have them marked can- 
celed on the records.

“Pike County Journal: The tax collector has 
been notified to be on hand at the next session of 
the county commissioners’ court, prepared to make 
a showing of his official acts. It is ascertained 
that the collector is between $1,000 and $1,100short 
in his settlement with the county. The amount 
due the state, $11,000, has been paid. In this settle- 
ment some people claim that the state bondsmen 
are relieved, so far as this deficit. is con- 
cerned, but the commissioners say it is not true. 
One of the commissioners informs The Journal 
that he consented to the settlement with the 
state outof the county funds, on the ground that 
a penalty of $2,250 extra would have been imposed 
by the comptroller-general, and fi. fas. issued 
immediately for the whole amount. With tears 
streaming down his face and choking with sobs, 
the collector implored this commissioner to let 
him settle with the state and save the bondsmen 
from paying the extra $2,250. 

——Messra. W. C. Grayand 8S. R. Sims had a 
most unpleasant experience at the Americus ice 
factory, Sunday afternoon. The weather being 
warm, the gentlemen divested themselves of their 
coats, and shortly afterwards entered the cold 
storage department. The door to this fastens 
from the outside with a catch latch, 
and when the two entered, one of them 
pulled the door harder than he _  intend- 
ed. The door slammed with a bang, and in an in- 
stant the two men were prisoners, with no power 
ta get out without assistance. The room is kept 
at a temperature of thirty-eight degrees, and with 
their coats off the gentlemen were soon in a con- 
dition bordering on freezing. They called lustily 
for help, but it was two hours before a passer-by 
heard their cries and released them from their 
frozen prison. 


——Athens Banner: Ali Georgians look with 
pride upon the grand o!d institution which bears 
the honored name of the University of Georgia, 
and delight to claim it and its illustrious record 
as theirs. But the melancholy fact stares us all in 
the face that, of all state universities in the whole 
range of states, none is so poorly provided for by 
the state government as ours. It is simply stu- 
pendous to think of a state not giving an annual 
appropriation of one cent to its 
university. And yet Georgia can sell 
her bonds at three and a half and stands better in 
financial circles than any southern state. The 
state university has waited a long time for state 
aid, and has never yet obtained it. Now let her 
alumni act, and act in earnest. 

Emory college, with no ways near the number of 


alumni. has raised one hundred thousand dollars.” 


Why cannot the university have a half miliion of 
dollars standing to its ereditinthe near future? 
This may be called a speculative question, a mere 
theory, but itis cntirely within the range, not 
only of possibility, but of great probability. 

Let the alumni send up delegations to the next 
commencement, and let them there inaugurate a 
movement which shall sweep onward until success 
in its fullest sense shall have been attained. Let 
them first see what the loyal alumni of the college 
will subscribe, and after having learned this 
amount, let them carry it before the legislature 
and there present their claims. Do not ask appro- 


-priations to the detriment of common schools, for 


‘we must have schools for the farmer’s child and 
the laborer’s child, as well as those of higher sta- 
tion. We must have schools where the rudiments 
may be taught, but we must have a higher grade 
school—such as our university—where all can ob- 
tain a more perféct education if they so desire;

These cars were replev- 
ined, and in 1887 a temporary injunction was 
granted restraining the collection of the tax 
until the case sare: A be fully oe 
* Upon argument yesterday the court gave 
decree perpetually enjoining Georgia from 
collecting tax under provisions of the act men- 
tioned, deciding the act unconstiiutional and 
void, as in conflict with the “‘inter-state”’ clause 
of the United States constitution, as 
well as with other fundamental con- 
stitutional law, state and federal. 

LEVIED ON A CAR. 

A third case of Pullman’s Palace car com- 
pany against Comptroller, General Wright 
and Sheriff Thomas was to restrain the coliec- 
tion of tax on that company for Georgia under 
the tax act of 1888. 

@ The principle by which the amount was to 
be determined was on basis of the whole val- 
ue of cars of the company everywhere, all 
states, Canada and Mexico not excluded, to 
the total number of miles of railroad over 
which such cars are run; to the number of 
miles of railroad in Georgia over which such 
cars are run, by the general tax rate. The 


“company resisted paymeut of tax under this 


last mentioned act also, and the sheriff in De- 
cember last leyied on a Pullman car which 
happened to be in Atlanta, but was engaged 
in running to New York. A temporary in- 
junction was, in January last, obtained to pre- 
vent collection of this tax, and that injunc- 
tion was yesterday decreed to continue in full 
force. Also on ground of being based on an 
invalid and unconstitutional act, that act be- 
ing in conflict with ‘‘inter-state commerce”’ 
and other clauses of state and federal consti- 
tutions. Many thousand dollars were also in- 
volved in this last case. 

Hon. John S. Runnells, of Chicago, and 
Judge E. C. Kontz, of Atlanta, appeared as 
counsel forthe sleeping-car companies, and 
Hon. Clifford Anderson, attorney-general, 
for the state. 

The company insists that it is willing to pay 
any tax lawfully imposed; but that if states 
could impose such taxes as these, the company 
could not exist.

What of the governorship? 

The state convention has been fixed for 
the seventh day of August; and the interim 
between now and then will be enlivened by 
the discussion incident to the work of choos- 
ing the successor of General Gordon, not to 
speak of the interest manifested in the num- 
erous other contests that will be going on at 
the same time. 

There is no doubt about Mr. Northen’s 
chances for the governorship being infinite- 
ly better than anybody else’s at this time. 

Will the situation change? | 

That depends. 

Mr. Northen’s public record asan able 
and upright legislator, as a progressive far- 
mer, as an experienced educator, and as the 
head of the Georgia State Agricultural socie- 
ty, leaves no room for any charge against his 
character, the purity of his principles, or his 
ability. Those who do not know him—and 
he is about as well known as any man in the 
state—may rest assured that, should the tide 
not change from its present flow, the people 
of Georgia will have nothing to lose from an 
administration of the executive office at his 
hands. 

Mr. Northen has developed a wonderful 
following in every section of the state. Itis 
true his has been the only name definitely 
before the people, but this does not detract 
from the strength that his announcement 
has developed, for his support is the measure 
of his strength and not the result of his be- 
ing the only man in the field. Were he a 
weaker. manthe inducement for others to 
have entered would have been irresistible, 
and the fact that he has held the field alone 
for so long is an evidence of his merit, as 
well as an undoubted indication of his popu- 
larity. 

Other names have been suggested as possi- 
ble candidates, and from the number the 
people could select with confidence. At 
present, Colonel Livingston seems to be in 
command of. an important feature of the 
situation, and on his action may depend the 
gubernatorial succession. 

If he does not announce—and he seems to 
be undecided—Mr. Northen will probably 
hold the field to himself tothe end, for it 
appears that no other candidate can be found 
who is ready to stand against him unless the 
latter’s suppert is divided by Colonel Living- 
ston’s entrance into the arena. In this 
event, with the prospect of a bitter struggle 
between Livingston and Northen, the prob- 
ability is that in a very short while several 
other candidates would announce. 

This may be the case, but unless it devel- 
ops in the near future it will not do soat all. 

If Colonel Livingston announces he must 
do so in the course of a short while. Then 
others will come, and a four or five-handed 
contest would not be improbable, with Tom 
Glenn figuring largely in the background as 
a dark horse, and Tom Hardeman assuming 
mammoth proportions as a gubernatoria! 
probability. 

If Livingston does not announce—and they 
ray he has his eye on Judge Stewart’s seat 
in congress from this district-—Northen will, 
in all probability, keep the field to himself, 
and Georgia will have a good governor.

Ciarkson’s Explosion. 

Mr. J. S. Clarkson, the first assistant post- 
master-general, is a wonderful man, He 
has beer. cutting off the heads of democratic 
postmasters until le is tired of the work, and 
now he is delivering political lectures at the 
north by way of vanity. He is not only 
wonderful, but great. A few years ago, 
while he was editor of the Iowa State Regis- 
ter, he printed in his editorial columns a 
statement to the effect that when the great 
*‘star-shower’ occurred in 1833, the falling 
stars could be heard rattling on the leaves of 
the trees, | 

This sort of thing is characteristic of 
Clarkson. He has now quit telling about 
the stars inorder totell some wonderful 
stories about the south. The star-story was 
merely an innocent lie, but ihe lies about 
the south are told in orderto help the re- 
publican party. 

These political lies are patent enough to 
everybody except the deluded people who 
sit and listen to him, anda geod many of 
those must recognize the most of Clarkson’s 
statements to be lies if they read the news- 
papers.

These are very interesting questions, ‘The 
president and Mr, Clarkson have not 
hesitated to appoint negro postmasters 
in the south, where they knew that 
such appointments are likely to cause irrita- 
tion; but why have they hesitated toappoint 
negro postinasters at the north? Are the 
northern negrocs unfit to hold office? Wonld 
the white people protest against such ap- 


peintments? Zhere are a great many negroes } 


in Iowa, Mr. Clarkson's state, and many of 
them are said to be well educated; but how 
many negro officials are there in lowa? In 
the whole state has Mr. Clarkson appointed 
one negro postmaster? 

It would seem from this that the gay bull- 
dozer has entrusted ‘his bulldozing operations 
to the present administration.

It seems to us that in this matter, which 
appeals so strongly to so many interests, the 
example of Mr. Gress ought to be somewhat 
contagious. ‘There ought to bea good many 
citizens of Atlanta whose ‘public spirit might 
tempt them to make substantial contribu- 
tions to the Elephant fund. The children 
have done and are doing even better than 
we thought possible. They have gone at 
the business of raising money with an energy 
and a persistence characteristic of the Atlanta 
climate. The interest they take in the mat- 
ter ought to have an influence on the other 
people who have lost neither their hearts 
nor their youth in business. We do not by 
any means propose that Mr. Gress, Mr. 
White and Mr. Patterson shall be the only 
grown men to emphasize their interest in 
the young people in a substantial way. 

But there is plenty of time for this. The 
fund is growing even more rapidly than we 
had reason to expect. The elephant itself 
is an animal of slow growth, but when it 
grows it grows to stay. The youngsters are 
still at work, and the interest in the move- 
ment is on the increase. 

At this writing, the fund amounts to over 
eleven hundred dollars! 


Trouble in Kansas. 

It is possible that the ‘‘original package 
decision’’ will make more trouble in Kan- 
sas than was at first anticipated. Indeed, it 
is turning the state upside down, as it were, 
and has opened the bitterest strife between 
the prohis and antis. ‘The former are not 
content with abusing the supreme court, 
whose decision inaugurated the original 
package business, but it is even hinted that 
they will resort to force in order to main- 
tain the Kansas cold water law. A call has 
been issued for another temperance crusade, 
and leading lawyers on the prohibition side 
have advised the arrest of every man who is 
found dealing in the liquor trafiic. 

This is a sad state of affairs, truly, and if 
the.temperance people take the advice of 
their leaders, there is no telling what may 
come of it. A general riot seems imminent, 
and Kansas is likely to see livelier times be- 
fore they are done with it than she has ever 
seen before. While the liquor men are 
moving very cautiously, they say that they 
are ‘‘backed by the supreme court,’’ which 
made their business legal, and will maintain 
their ground against all odds, and the aggres- 
sive stand the prohibitionists have taken 
utakes a clash inevitable. 

Meanwhile, the people of Maine are in a 
ferment, for carloads of beer and whisky are 
being shipped across the border into the 
state and ‘‘original package shops’’ are be- 
ing opened right and left. 

Besides the big petitions which the pro- 
hibitionists are fixing up for congress, ask- 
ing that the states be allowed to control the 
liquor traffic, republican newspapers, in 
sympathy with the temperance cause, are 
writing threatening editorials in which they 
predict a loss of votes to the party if repub- 
licans in congress do not join the prohibi- 
tionists in putting down the liquor business.. 

Perhaps this threat will have the desired 
effect; but in the meantime, the ‘‘original 
package’’ is being pushed for all it is worth, 
and Kansas is red-hot.

Sustaining the Y. M. C. A. 

One of thenoblest institutions in the city 
is the Young Men’s Christian Association.

Of course we cannot head off this tough 


yarn. It will travel for years, and north- 
ern preachers, teachers and editors will hold 
np the North Georgians as a benighted and 
barbarous race. And yet it is impossible 
for a fair-minded man anywhere to believe 
the story made public by the Presbyterian 
delegate. Ina matter of this kind no inves- 
tigation is needed. It is perfectly 
safe to make the assertion that 
no Baptist or other religious asso- 
ciation in any part of Georgia ever 
passed a resolution advising the hanging of 
revenue officers or anybody else. The most 
searching inquiry will fail to bring out the 
proof of the charge made before the Pres- 
byterian convention. 

Despite the absurdity of the story, fit will 
do its evil work. Northern speakers and 
writers will say that even our religious or- 
ganizations are disloya] societies, and that 
they teach lawlessness and violence. All 
this will be unpleasant, but it will not be 
half so ‘bad as the wmisrepresentations 
thoughtlessly made by men among us who 
should be better informed. 


The State Sovereignty Idea. 

The old doctrine of state sovereighty did 
not die at Appomattox. Itis bound to be 
occasionally reasserted so long as the fed- 
eral constitution stands, and so long as the 
states have an equal vote in the senate. 

Any burning issue may at any time cause 
astate or a number of states to defend 
home rule even to the last extremity. 

There is nothing sectional about the idea. 
It was the soul of New England politics 
until Webster’s eloquence made it unpopu- 
lar, and later it drenched the south in blood. 
Even now we see unmistakable evidences of 
a readiness in the prohibition states of the 
north and west to defy the recent supreme 
court decision allowing the importation and 
sale of original packages of liquor. The 
decision will be resisted and fought in every 
way that gives any promise of a successful 
result. 

The home rule principle, or state sover- 
eignty as it is sometimes called, has a deep 
hold upon the people of every state in the 
union, and whenever it is believed that the 
general government is going beyond its 
legitimate powers, and is robbing the people 
of their local government there will always 
be more or less trouble. , 

It is absurdly false to say that the sword 
settled a principle which runs through our 
traditions and precedents, lives in our con- 
stitution, and tempts the people to reassert 
it whenever they are wronged by the general 
government, 

It may be that all our vexed questions 
will in future be settled at the ballot box, 
but nothing is more certain than the vigo- 
rous revival of state sovereignty, and it is 
quite likely to be most strongly upheld by 
the very states that set millions of men to 
the front to crush it in’sixty-one. Whether 
good or bad, this principal is such an essen- 
tial part of our constitution and govern- 
ment that we cannot get rid of it without 
remodeling the union and making it a cen- 
tralized republic.

BANISHED TO TRIPOLI. 


The Punishment Inflicted Upon the Turks 
Who Assaulted the Ladies. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 24.—The Turkish 
ofticer and five students who were arrested by 
Russian sailors for assaulting the wife and 
daughter of the chief dragoman of the Russian 
embassy, in the garden at Binynkdere, and 
delivered by their captors, M. de Nelidoff, 
Russian ambassador, who at first declined to 
turn them over to the Ottoman officials fear- 
ing they would escape punishment, were 
finally delivered to the Turkish authorities. 

The offenders were promptly put on trial, 
found guilty and sentenced to undergo im- 
prisonment for six months. In addition to this 
punishment the sultan issued a special edict 
ordering that when the sentence expires the 
offenders shall be banished to Tripoli for life. 
M. de Nelidoff is satisfed with the punish- 
ment inflicted and has sent a letter to the 
sultan thanking him for the prompt action 
taken by the Turkish authorities in the case.

THE GRADY MONUMENT. 


The Sculptor’s Model Has Arrived in the 
City. 

Sculptor Doyle’s model for the Grady mon- 
ument reached the city yesterday morning and 
is on exhibition at the office of the Equitable 
Life Insurance company in the Traders’ Bank 
building. 

The model is about three feet in height and 
is designed simply to show the pedestal and 
the posture of the figure.
